Tho Rehal plateau, comprising that part of 
taluka Rebal which is at present held khas 
by Government,and including the cultivated 
portion formerly settled with the Mahaka- 
Joh of Deo, and lately taken up under the 
Land Acquisition Act. The plateau is 
bounded on the south and cast by the 
Rebal slopes, on the north by mouzabs 
Boodhua and Chunda, and on the west by 
mouzahs Borgar and Pipardip. 

‘The tract of land known as the Bans-i-Koh, 
being a strip of land about vix miles in 
length comprising slopes and valley ; bound- 
ed on the north by the plateau villages of 
Dholdag, Bundais, ahd Sodag, and un the
